An  elaborate  program  has  been  plan¬ 
ned  by  the  girls’  education  department 
for  the  seventh  annual  interclass  meet 
to  be  held  in  the  combined  gymnasiums 
of  the  high  school,  Friday  evening,  De¬ 
cember  9th,  at  8 :00  o’clock. 

Approximately  1800  girls  will  par¬ 
ticipate  in  this  gala  affair,  which  at¬ 
tracts  an  audience  of  over  4,000  people. 

This  exhibition  originated  in  1930  at 
the  dedication  ceremonies  of  the  new 
gymnasium  Public  demand  has  made 
it  an  annual  affair. 

The  program  this  year  will  include 
class  activities  and  class  relays  by  all 
of  the  girls  in  the  physical  education 
classes,  and  exhibitions  by  honorary 
clubs,  including  the  Terpsichorean  club, 
Tumble  Bugs,  Tip  Top  Tappers,  and  the 
College  Fencing  club. 

The  seniors  won  first  place  last  year 
with  78.66  points;  sophomores  second 
with  74.66  points ;  juniors  third  with 
72 .66  points ;  and  freshmen  fourth  with 
59.33  points. 

Coupons,  exchangeable  for  reserved 
seat  tickets,  may  be  purchased  from 
any  member  of  the  girls’  physical  edu¬ 
cation  classes  for  35  cents.  Reserva¬ 
tions  may  be  made  at  the  boys’  gym¬ 
nasium  ticket  office  on  Friday,  Decem¬ 
ber  2nd  from  3 :45  to  5 :30  p.  m.,  and  on 
the  following  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wed¬ 
nesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday  after¬ 
noons,  from  3 :45  to  4 :30  p.  m. 

Proceeds  of  the  meet  are  used  to  aid 
in  paying  for  medical  examinations, 
loaned  equipment,  and  for  expenses  in¬ 
curred  in  the  operation  of  a  broad  pro¬ 
gram  of  extra-curricular  activities.

For  the  current  school  year,  1938-1939, 
the  estimated  income  is  $2,650  and  each  department  has  been 
notified  as  to  their  percentage  allotment  so  they  can  stay  within 
their  limits.

If  there  is  some  money  left  at  the  end  of  the  year,  then 
this  amount  should  be  credited  to  this  same  organization’s  ac¬ 
count  for  using  as  they  see  fit,  or  it  should  be  set  aside  for  them 
to  use  the  next  year.  When  a  department  runs  low  on  money 
it  will  be  necessary  for  them  to  cut  expenses  or  to  raise  money 
elsewhere.

Miss  Dew  Dailey  addressed  the  Cur¬ 
rent  Events  Club  yesterday,  presenting 
facts  garnered  from  her  trip  to  Canada 
this  past  summer.
